London, Oct. 9. -The storm which 
swept over England and Ireland Mon- 
day, though doing serious damage 
everywhere appafca l9 have spent its 
fury ia tha aor^Mrn sortiona. lieports 
of caaualtTe* ' MaIt{B> fkbtt (ftie ' higli 
wind wliich prevailed all day, come in 
hourly, and the aggregate loH.s-of prop- 
erty will be erroneous. Se\'eriU lives 
were lost by contact with flying timbers 
and ds^ri^ of demolished houses, but 
tha talegrapb wU*a- ate wvary where so 
crippled by the storm that aoomrate fig- 
ures cannot yet be given. 

In almost every county in England 
and iu Ireland houses were blown down 
by the force of the gale and many cases 
are rejiorteil in which tho occupants re- 
mained lo hours buried in tho ruins 
until re.scued fniiii their jwriloiis ])o8i- 
tious by tlifir more fortuate neighoore. 
In most of these cases serious injuries 
Mare sustained by those dragged from 
the ruins and soma death has re- 
sulted. 

In the city of Urailford a Im-ge waro- 
housi! wiis blown down, and the heavy 
brick walls in their 'all crushed in four 
h 'lises adjoining. The occ.i panes wtrre 
b.iried all niglit under tons of tan'.jled 
debris, aiul it nan not till late ve.^terday 
aftei uoou that the hundreds of nu-ii who 
hail Iweu sot to work at onci- to rescue 
them managed to drag them from under 
the ruins of their homiea. MaiQ* of the 
victims are frightfolly maimed and sev- 
aral Oiiunot recover.
